Fires on Germans 


in Prisoner Camp 


Fires Three Machine Gun 


Bursts Through Pris- 


oners' Tents 


Salina, Utah. July 9.— (AP)— 


Machinegun bullets fired 
by an 


American soldier killed eight Ger 
mans and injured 20 others asleep 
in a prisoner of war camp. 


Why the soldier turned loose the 


barrage was a question still pub- 
licly unanswered today. 


The shooting occurred early yes- 


terday, a half hour after Pfc. Clar- 
ence Bertucci of New Orleans, La. 
had gone on duty as a guard at the 
camp housing prisoners working in 
central Utah farm 'fields. 


Col. Arthur Ericsson, command- 


er of the prisoner of war camp 
at Ogden, of which the camp here 
is a branch, said Bertucci, 2.'i, sud- 
denly fired 
from his post in 


guard tower into a tent area in 
which the prisoners were housed. 


Fires Three Bursts 


Three bursts, including in all 


250 shots and lasting- no more than 
15 seconds, ripped into the tents. 


His ammunition expended, Ber- 


tucci yelled for 
more, 
Ericsson 


said, but was placed, instead un- 
der arrest on orders of the branch 
camp commander, Lt. Albert I. 
Cornell. 


In New Orleans, Bertucci's wid- 


owed mother said an Army officer 
who notified her of the incident 
expressed the opinion the soldier 
had gone "beserk." 


"Something must have happened 


to him," said Mrs. Mary Bertucci, 
adding tha.t she could not under- 
stand her son's action.

A board of inquiry interviewed 


Bertucci. officers and men at the 
camp and the prisoners. Bertucci's 
story, however, was not disclosed 
and Ericsson said it and other tes- 
timony would be handed on to the 
security and intelligence officer at

"made-business" from private in- 
itiative is greater than in dollar 
volume than the current profits of 
business.

The ideal economy for the pub- 


lic welfare is a high price and 
high ecenomy, based on free pri- 
vate initiative with just enough

work in the public interest —and 
not too much control to dim m- 
itative.

cheaters in jail and keep the chis- 
olers down, but encourage all hon- 
est business to make more and 
more legitimate profits in order 
that it may pay more ''ages, tax- 
es and dividends.
